There is only a 44-hour supply in the lunar module 
fuel cells with 72 hours minimum remaining before 
splashdown.

Without oxygen, the 
generators cannot operate and the command ship 
is powerless with. the exception of the emergency 


batteries which will be used in the re-entry phase. 


Apollo 13’s service module remains bolted to ‘the 
command ship but it is useless. The command module, 
however, is intact and is vital to carry the pilots into the 
earth’s atmosphere ata fiery 25,000 miles per hour. There is 
some discussion among space officials that the service 
module will be jettisoned to allow easier manoeuvring of the 
command ship and lunar module.

A 30-second rocket fiting early this morning was a life or 
death “burn” for the three astronauts. It steered their 
crippled space craft on a path that would bring them back to 
earth with only minor. course corrections. 


The only luck riding with the Apollo 13 crew so far is that 
the accident happened on the way to the moon and not after 
the lunar landing phase was completed. The landing craft is 
supplying oxygen, water and electricity to power computers, 
navigation instruments and ~radios—all vital for a space 
voyage. 


The Blast that knocked out Apollo 13’s electrical system 
may have been caused by a small meteoroid. This theory has 
not been discounted by space officials. “It had to _be 
something violent that occurred in Bay 4 of the ship. If it 
were a meteorite it would be quite violent,’ said former 
Apollo astronaut James McDivitt.

HOUSTON (CP)—Apollo 13’s astro- 
nauts battled today to bring their crippled 
craft back to earth from a quarter million 
miles away. as Mission Control decided 
they would aim for a Friday splashdown 


..in the Pacific. 


James A. Lovell Jr., Fred W. Haise Jr. and 
John L. Swigert Jr.. took shortcuts to conserve 
their précious supplies of water, oxygen and 
power as they raced farther from earth toward.a 
moon which had been their landing target until a 


violent eruption of a pressurized fuel tank Monday 
night. 


They were to doop around the moon tonight 
and two hours later, at 9:40 p.m. EST, were to fire 
their lunar-lander, engine to speed them back 
toward earth and a dawn splashdown in the Pacific 
north of New Zealand at 12:13 p.m. EST Friday.

Asked whether the three spacemen would 
make -it home safely, flight controller Glynn 
Lunney, answered: “Yes, barely.” 


“We’ve got the situation stabilized,” he said. 
“The most critical thing now is to keep it stabilized 


; the rest of ihe flight.” 


As Lovell, Haise and Swigert flew away from 
home, here was the picture aboard their spaceship: 


@ The command ship, disabled by the still 
mysterious rupture, was shut down electrically. 
Emergency batteries and oxygen supplies were 
available to take the ship, the only vehicle that can 
carry the men home, through the atmosphere. 


The lunar module which “became the 
astronauts’ lifeboat Was providing critical power,. 


‘oxygen,’ water~and other life support. But its 


supplies weré dropping and the ro hata were 
operating on minimum requirements. 


'@ Officials: were concerned mainly with the 
water: supply. With 72 hours to. go, based on a 
Friday landing, they had enough water for 84 
hours, a margin of 12 hours. 


@ The oxygen supply was more substantial. 
They had’ enough for 122 hours, a margin of 50 | 
hours, barring unforeseen events. . 


@ To keep the spacecraft from overheating, 
the astronauts’ ship was occasionally rotated 90 
degrees so the 247-degree heat of the sun would 
not bake it on one.side for too long. 


Looping the moon is the safest way home, 
officials said, because Apollo 13 was close to its 
target when the accident happened and already 
was on a course that would take it around the 
moon’s backside. 


To stop short of the moon would have 
required considerable power. and fuel expenditure, 
something the astronauts don’t have with their big 
command-ship engine made -idle by electrical 
failure. 


The only powerplant available is, the lunar 
module descent engine, the one intended to lower 
Lovell and Haise to the moon’s surface: The 
spacemen fired the engine 30 seconds early today 
to adjust their course slightly to a path that would 
take them around the moon and bring them back 


.to earth late. Friday if they made no other 


manoeuvre. 


If that engine failed to ignite, Apollo 13 would 
have swung back toward the earth but would have 
missed by some 20,000 miles and would have been 
lost forever in space. 


Officials are concerned mainly with the water 
supply. With 72 hours to go, based on a Friday 
landing, the spaceship-had-éri6agh water for 84 
hours,a margin of 12 hours. To have this margin, 
the astronauts will have .to power down to 
minimum electrical power for most of the journey, 
reducing the average hourly water consumption 
from five to 2.68 pounds. The water is used ‘for 
cooling the electronics and cabin oxygen as Well as 


for drinking.

At the same time, the oxygen supply was good 
for -another 122 hours, a margin of 50 hours, 
barring unforeseen events. a 


Neither. the’ United States nor Russia has a 
space-restue capability, So the astronauts will have 
to depend on their skill and that of hundreds of 
experts on the ground to get home. 


Following the tank rupture, the astronauts ‘ 
activated the systems of of the attached lunar 
module; or LM. They opened the connecting tunnel 
between the two craft so oxygen would flow into 
the command ship and make it livable. 


The cramped LM is difficult to sleep in, so the 
astronauts will rest in the command cabin. 


The astronauts remained calm and poised as 
they wrestled with the many procedures needed to 
stabilize their ¢raft and to stretch their 
consumables.

CENTRAL FACTS about the 
Supreme Court, despite all the tur- 
moil, are the same today as they were 
before thé Senate vote on Judge 
Carswell. All the 
Senate has said is” 
that the highest court 
in‘ the land deserves 
an outstanding man. 
Within this single 
reasonable principle, 
President Nixon. is 
free to choose from a 
very ‘large company 
of distinguished con- 
servatives, and is’ 
clearly in command 
of the situation. 

Incidentally, the only thing wrong 
with the confirming process — giving 
some outside group the power to veto the 
appointment of dubs to influential jobs— 
is that it isn’t applied elsewhere. What if 
the Supremie Court or some other 
committee of nine had the authority to 
pass judgment on mediocre senators or 
columnists?

Generosity and Perspective 

But this will take time. It will take 
generosity and perspective by the 
president, and respect for the sincere 
views of those few senators of his own 
party who felt that Carswell was unfair 
to the court, to the presidency, and even 
to the conservative cause. ij 

The future, however, is clearly in the 
president's hands. He can lose only if 
he insists that the Carswells are good 
enough for the Supreme Court, and that 
the Senate must confirm his judicial 
nominees, even if they are not very 
good. The interesting question now is not~

OTTAWA: — Only about 
52,000 people live amid the . 
spectacular lonely beauty of 
the immense region of 
Canada that stretches north- 
ward 2,000 miles from the 
60th parallel to the pole and 
east and west to Greenland 
and Alaska. In addition to 
rare species of wildlife, this . 
huge area of ice, mountains 
and tundra contains great 
‘reserves of oi] and important 
stores of iron ore, lead and 
zine, copper and other. min- 
erals. It also has much of the 
fresh water that gives Canada 
one-third of the world’s entire 
supply. 


Is the empty and almost 
undefiled Canadian Arctic and 
sub-Arctie the new frontier 
that some enthusiasts have 
depicted it to be?

Does it offer antidotes 
for world problems of over- 
population and polluted air 
and water? Can it find a new 
bonanza in tourism? 


“Much Money, Care 
and Effort Needed’ 


Some 11,000 miles of travel 
-{n--and--around the Northwest 
Territories and° the- Yukon 
warrants a few tentative 
answers based upon talks with 
authorities as well as _per- 
sonal observations with no 
attempt at expertise. They 
add up to “not yet.” While 
the potential of the Canadian 
northland is unquestionably 
vast, the region is fragile and 
-the difficulties are substan- 
tial. Much money, effort and 
care will be required . to 
overcome them. The region is 
neither an Eden nor a 
panacea. 


People from the outside

Winters Better 
Than Assumed 


At least in the sub-arctic, 
the climate is not so ferocious 
as- often assumed. Winter 
temperatures are usually no 
lower than those in such 
prairie cities as Winnipeg or 
Saskatoon, the main dif- 
ference being the longer 
winter nights. The tree line 
dips in a U from just north of 
Inuvik down to Churchill and 
then back up to just north of 
Fort Chimo, Quebec. The life 
cycle is slow in the north, and 
trees, tundra and wildlife 
may take centuries to recover 
from thoughtless inroads. 


Concern over the ecology , 


and possible pollution is more 
widespread in Ottawa and

Arctic Pipeline of Hope 


INUVIK, Northwest Terri- 
tories — An experiment that 
could bear on the cost of in- 
dustrial fuel as well as home 
heat and gasoline for millions 
of Americans is being con- 
ducted near this western 
Arcfic town where the sea will 
be frozen until June. 


About 2,000 feet of 48-inch 
pipeline has been laid in @ 
loop and hot crude oil is being 
pumped through it day and 
night.. The pumping began in 
February and probably will 
go on for 12 months, an all- 
seasons test. Robert H. Hall, 
the resident engineer, said the 


pipeline has never before 
been used in North America.

There is no direct 
connection between the two 
territories, although a road is 
projected from Dawson to 
Inuvik.. In the far north, 
winter roads across ice and 
snow permit movement of 
heavy equipment, but many 
points depend primarily upon 
contact by air.

Lack of highways makes 
living expensive. It also limits 
tourism, which is viewed by 
some authorities as an in- 
creasingly important fector in 
northern development. Not 
until there is a circle route in 
connection with the Alaska 
Highway, they say, will the 
potential of the Northwest 
Territories begin to be 
realized for attracting sight- 
seers, campers, fishermen 
and -lovers of the outdoors 
generally.

Quite apart from its re- 
sources .or the possibilities of 
settlement, much of. the 
attraction of the north is its 
freshness and vastness, and 
the feeling of independence 
and solitude they engender. 

It is a fascinating place to 
visit. Particularly ‘in. the 
Yukon, much of the area is 
almost indescribably beauti- 
ful, with large ‘clear lakes; 
broad valleys and spruce and 
birch forests rimmed by 
snoweapped mountains. 

Whatever the. pace and 
extent of its development in 
other respects, the Canadian 
North has tonié “Qualities of 
enormous appeal to urbanites 
who feel crushed by the 
pressures. of a too harried 
civilization. ‘In the long run, 
this may turn out to be one of 
“its strongest assets.

Four. Provinces 
In Sweeps Gamble

Four of Canada’s provinces 
were quick to get on the band- 
wagon after the federal gov- 
ernment. announced amend- 
ments to the Criminal Code 
effective Jan. 1 permitting 
-them..to—license-and—regulate— 
lotteries and other gambling 
operations. 


In Quebee, Ontario, Mani- 
taba and Saskatchewan chari- 
table and religious organiza- 
tions have been authorized to 
hold the dotteries under 
quickly established provincial 
regulations. : 

Quebec has already em- 
barked on a séries of provin- 
cial lotteries which it hopes 
will. net the province an “an- 
nual $18,000,000 and major 
sweepstakes are planned for 
Manitoba and Alberta. 

A Canadian Press Cross- 
Canada Survey shows that in 
five provinces—Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Alberta and 


~~British~ Columbia=no “definite 


stand has been’ taken but the 
matter is under study. 

In Newfoundland there is no_ 
legislation governing thie lot- 
teries. Premier Joseph Small- 
wood has said repeatedly 
there will be no lotteries in 
that province. 

Under the new’ Criminal 
Code amendments, municipal- 
ities are barred from holding 
lotteries with one exception— 
if the municipality: is “raising 
funds fer-charitable orgahiza- 
tions or community purposes 
a licence can be issued. 


STILL UNDER STUDY 


Nova Scotia, while consider- 
ing the new legislation, has no 
plans for provincially spon- 
sored lotteries. 

In Prince Edward Island, 
Attorney-General J. Elmer 
Blanchard says there are no 
regulations dealing with lot- 
teries, although “‘we'll have to 
consider them eventually.” 

He said-there are laws for- 
bidding raffles and such 
games of chance, but the laws 
are not strictly enforced. 

Justice Minister Bernard 
Jean of New Brunswick said 
his government is still study- 
ing the new gaming legisla- 
tion and indicated that there 
is.no plan at present for a 
provincially sponsored lottery. 

In Quebec—wheré much of 
the recent controversy sur- 
rounding lotteries be gan— 
Montreal’s famous lot ter y- 
style “voluntary tax’’ scheme. 
went out of. business as soon 
as the provincial government 
stepped in under the amend- 
ments tothe Criminal Code. 

But the scheme was not 
halted before it had netted the 
city a profit of more than 
$10,000,000 and about 3,000 
prize winners had taken, wisn" 
$3,295,000 in prize money. 
Gross receipts for $2 tickets 
totalled $17,076,314. 

Prizes totalled $180,000 a 
month—from a top award of 
$100,000 to a low of $250. Prize 
winnets totalled 153 each 
month. 


QUEBEC BEGINS SERIES 

Quebec is far from lament- 
ing the loss of Montreal's vol- 
untary tax scheme and al- 
ready the provincial govern- 
ment has undertaken a series 
of lotteries.

It is at its worst where there 
is the most industry, the most 
people—a penalty people pay 
for wanting to live better than 
their parents did. 

Dr. Quegne Odum, director of 
the Institute of Ecology at the 
University of Georgia, believes 
“legal brakes” are needed to al-| 


leviate problems created by} 
technological advance. 
“Human values,’’ he says, | 


“must control. the relationship | 
between these advances—such 
as the auto—and their conse- 
quenees—such as air pollution 
from gasoline’ fumes.” 

In many areas the subject of 
human values is being re-exam- 
ined. In the meantime, Lake 
Erie and the rivers that feed it 
are sick, perhaps fatally. 


NEED MUCH MONEY 


The problem can be solved by 
money, lots of it.

determined number of years. 

State offieials in Michigan 
think it would post $1,250,000,000 
to clean up Michigan's Great 
Lakes and inland waters.

“The response of house- 
wives was, so good when I was 
selling wheat door-to-door at 
$1.50-for 10 pounds that I have 
decided to open the restaurant 
and hire women to sell for 
me,” Mr. Johnson; said in an 
interview. : 

PEOPLE WROTE IN 

“After hearing of my sell- 
ing, people from all over Can- 
ada wrote to me.asking for 
wheat. A man from Kitch- 
ener, Ont., sent me a letter 
with a $2 bill for a sack of 
wheat -and a man from 
Quebec wrote to commend my 
efforts. 


“When housewives realize 
that they can make breakfast 
for about two cents a serving, 
they buy wheat.”

Women’s Lib Group 
Attacks, Occupies 
Grove Press Office 


NEW YORK (UPI) = The 
offices of Grove Press, pio- 
neer publisher of underground 
and erotic literature, were 
seized Monday by members 
of the women’s liberation 
movement. 

“Grove Press is more ob- 
scene than most of the stuff 
its been making its money 
on,’ .a spokesman for the 
women said. 

The spokesman said the 
women took over the offices 
of Barnet Rosset, president of 
the Publishing House, and of 
other executives at 9 a.m. 

They hung a large red and 
white women’s liberation 
banher from a window of the 
building in Greenwich Village. 

Mayron' Shapiro, vice-presi- 
dent ‘of the firm, acknowledged 
t he women were occupy- 
ie osse's office but said 
the»was ‘‘out of the country.” 

Grove won a_ landmark 
supreme court ‘decision on 
obscenity a decade ago with 
publication of D. H. Law-

rence’s novel, Lady Chatter- 
ley’s Lover. The ruting 
opened the way to sale in 
America of the works of such 
writers as Henry Miller and 
John Burroughs. 

The women's’ spokesman 
said they were past or 
present employees of Grove 
or other publishing houses 
and ‘members of — various 
women's liberation groups. 

They demanded that Grove 
give women 51 per cent of its 
editorships and immediately 
stop publication of books and 
magazines and distribution of 
films that ‘‘degrade women.” 

They also asked Grove to 
set aside some of its profits 
for a fund for divorced 
women so they do not have to 
rely on alimony. 

Other demands included use 
of Grove’s profits to provide a 
free 24-hour-a-day care centre 
for children of women em- 
ployees and community 
women and finance abortions 
and birth control services.

Canada’s New Feminists Reject the S ystem 


By JEAN SHARP 
CP Women’s Editor 


The new brand of feminist 
is a revolutionary. She spurns 
traditional ways of working 
for women’s rights because 
they--are carried on within a 
social structure she says must 
go. 

In Canada, the largest num- 
ber of radical. feminists are 
part of groups called Women’s 
Liberation Movement— 
Women’s Lib for short—or 
Women's Caucus. 

They ‘have no national or- 
ganization, but maintain con- 
tact. through informal ex- 
changés of material and per- 
sonnel. 


Another group, the New 
Feminists, are largely Toron- 


to-based as yet. They say 
Women's Lib» members are 
Marxist and that the New 


Feminists have no political 
bias. 

Women’s Lib members say 
feminism is part of a bad sys- 
tem that catches both men 
and women, in a trap. New 
Feminists are more inclined 
to regard men as the collec- 
tive villain. 

New Feminist Dorothy: Cur- 
zon says: ‘‘We don't feel we 
need to supply solutions. We 
say you've got your foot on 
our backs—get it off.” 


WON’T BE OPPRESSOR 

Marlene Dixon says: ‘‘No, 
we don’t want to be like men. 
The last thing we want is.to 
be like a man. That would 
make us the oppressor, and 
that’s exactly what we're 
trying to eliminate.” 

Mrs. Dixon, now of Mont- 
real, is an American-who is 
an active organizer of radical 
women’s groups, mostly in the 
United States. 

In a Cross-Canada Survey 
by The Canadian Press, a va- 
riety of feminists explained 
their convictions. 

In general terms, they all 
say their success would bring 
a better world for both men 
and women. It would free 
both from stereotyped sex 
roles built in from infancy. 

Mrs. Curzon says this old 
approach produces girls who 
say: “I don’t want to be any- 
thing. I want to be married.” 

“That’s it,” she says. 
“That's it in a nutshell.’ 

Women’s Lib groups encour- 
age male sympathizers. They 
have organized day care 
centres where both men and 
women work and children are 
“socialized’’- for _ communal 
living. They also operate birth 
control-abortion information 
centres:

Hike Blocked 


TORONTO (CP) — Nor- 
anda Mines Ltd. said today 
the federal government has 
denied it permission to raise 
the price of copper to Cana- 
dian customers. 

The company told the gov- 
ernment it intended to in- 
crease the price to 65 cents a 
pound from 59 cents.

Due to difficulties encountered with the flight 
of Apollo 13, all television. programming of the 
flight is subject to last minute change. Viewers are 
advised to watch news broadcasts for details of 
Apollo coverage. 


Water is a critical problem for the astronauts. 
There is only a 44-hour supply in the lunar module 
fuel cells with-77 hours minimum remaining before 
splashdown. The crew has a 48-hour supply in its 
survival kits for themselves and for cooling 
purposes. Food is no problem and there is a good 
supply of oxygen.

@ The lunar module which became the 
astronauts’ lifeboat was providing critical power, 
oxygen, water and other life support. But its 
supplies were dropping and the astronauts were 
operating on minimum requirements. 


@ Officials were concerned mainly with the 
water supply. With 72 hours to go, based on a 
Friday landing, they had enough water for 84 
hours, a margin of 12 hours. 


@ The oxygen supply was more substantial. 
They had enough for 122 hours, a margin of 50 
hours, barring unforeseen events. 


@ To keep the spacecraft from overheating, 
the astronauts’ ship. was occasionally rotated 90 
degrees so the 247-degree heat of the sun would 
not bake it.on one side for too long.” 


Looping the moon is. the safest way home, 
officials said, because Apollo 13 was close to its 
target when the aecident happened and already 
was on a course that would take it around the 
moon’s backside. 


To stop short of the moon. would have 
required considerable power and fuel expenditure, 
something the astronauts don’t have with their big 
command-ship engine made idle by electrical 
failure. 


The only powerplant available is the lunar 
module descent engine, the one intended to lower 
Lovell and Haise to the moon’s surface. The 
spacemen fired the engine 30 seconds early today 
to adjust their course slightly to a path that would 
take them around the moon and bring them back 
to earth late Friday if they made no other 
manoeuvre. % 


If that engine failed to ignite, Apollo 13 would 
have swung back toward the earth but would have 
missed by some 20,000 miles and would have been 
lost forever in space. 


Officials are concerned mainly with the water 
supply. With 75 hours to go, based on a Friday 
landing, the spaceship had enough water for 88 
hours, a margin of 13 hours. To have this margin, 
the astronauts will have to.power down to 
minimum electrical power for most of the journey, 
reducing the average hourly water consumption 
from five to 2.68 pounds. The water is used for 
cooling the electronics and cabin oxygen as well as 
for drinking.

men, four of whom will be | 


hired at year’s end. 

During three hours of 
budget discussions, $60,900 
was cut and $500 was added 
to the provisional 1970 budget 
of $9.2 million. The net 
decrease is about half a mill 
of the provisional increase of 
6.93 mills but this includes 3 
mills for garbage collection 
previously paid separately. 

The 1969 budget amounted 
to $7.8 million and the muni- 
cipal mill .rate was 32.6, 
including debt and hospital 
charges. Education costs are 
extra and are set separately 
by two school boards. 


LITTER CONTAINERS 

The only increase in the 
provisional budget was $500 
for litter containers, bringing 
this year’s allotment to $3,000 
compared with an-expenditure 
of $1,131 last year. 

Most of the cuts were made 
in the public works budget 
with snow and ice control the 
biggest-single one, down by 
$14,000 to $10,000.

Explosion: on the 13th day. Anyone have a rabbit’s 
foot to shoot aloft? 


Due to difficulties encountered with the flight 
of Apollo 13, all television programming of the 
flight is subject to last minute change. Viewers are 
advised .to watch news broadcasts for details of 
Apollo coverage. 


Water is a critical problem for the astronauts. 
There is only a 44-hour supply in the lunar module 
fuel cells with 72 hours minimum remaining before 
splashdown. The crew has a 48-hour supply in its 
survival kits for themselves and--for cooling 
purposes. Food is no problem and there is a good 


. supply of oxygen.

Sleep will be at a premium for the three men.

The only luck riding with the Apollo 13 crew so far is that 
the accident happened on the way to the moon and not after 
the lunar landing phase was completed. The landing craft is 
supplying oxygen, water and electricity to power computers, 
navigation ‘instruments and radios—all vital for a space 
voyage. 


The blast that knocked out Apollo 13's eleetrical system 
may have been caused by a small meteoroid. This theory has 
not been discounted by space officials. ‘It had to -be 
something violent that occurred in Bay 4-of the ship. If it 
were a meteorite it would be quite violent,’ said former 
Apollo astronaut James McDivitt.

HOUSTON (CP)—Apollo 13’s astro- 
nauts battled today to bring their crippled 
craft back to earth from a quarter million 
miles away as Mission Control decided 
they would aim for a Friday splashdown 
in the Pacific.

James A. Lovell Jr., Fred: W. Haise Jr. and 
John L. Swigert Jr. took shortcuts to conserve 
their precious ,supplies of water,- oxygen and 
power as they raced farther from earth toward a 
moon which had been their landing target until a 
violent. eruption of a pressurized fuel tank Monday 
night. 


They were to loop around the moon tonight 
and two hours later, at 9:40 p.m. EST, were to fire 
their lunar-lander engine to speed them back 
toward earth and a dawn splashdown in the Pacific 
north of New Zealand at 12:13 p.m: EST Friday.

Asked whether the three spacemen would 


make it home safely, flight controller Glynn 
Lunney, answered: “Yes, barely.” , 


“We've got the situation stabilized,” he .said. 
“The most critical thing now is to keep it. stabilizgd 
the’ rest of the flight.” 


As Lovell, Haise and Swigert flew away from 
home, here was the picture aboard their spaceship: 


@ The command ship, disabled by the still 
mysterious rupture, was shut down electrically. 
Emergency batteries and oxygen supplies were 
available fo take the ship, the only vehicle that can 


. carry-the men home, through the atmosphere. 


@ The lunar module which became the 
astronauts’ lifeboat was providing critical power, 
oxygen, Water and other life support. But its 
supplies were dropping and the astronauts were 
operating on minimum requirements. 


@ Officials were concerned mainly with the 
water supply. With 72 hours to go, based: on.a 
Friday landing, they had enough water for 84 
hours, a margin of 12 hours. 


@ The oxygen supply was more substantial. 
They had enough for 122 hours, a margin of 50 
hours, barring unforeseen events. 


@ To keep the spacecraft from overheating, 
the astronauts’ ship was occasionally rotated 90 
degrees so the 247-degree heat of the sun would 
not bake it on one side for too long. 


Looping the moon is the safest way home;,. 
officials said, because Apollo 13 was close to its 
target when the accident happened and already 
was on a course that vould take it around the 
moon's backside. 


To stop. ‘short of the moon would have 
required considerable power, and fuel. expenditure, 
something the astronauts don’t have with their big 
command-ship engine made idle by electrical 
failure. 


The only.powerplant available is the lunar 
module descent engine, the one intended to lower 
Lovell and Haise ‘to the moon’s surface. The 
spacemen fired the engine 30 seconds early today 
to adjust their course slightly to a path that would 
take them around the moon and bring them back 
to earth late Friday if they made no—other 
manoeuvre. 


If that engine failed to ignite, Apollo 13 would 
have swung back toward the earth but would have 
missed by some 20,000 miles and would have been 
lost forever in space. ‘ s 


Officials are concerned mainly with the water 
supply. With 72 hours to go, based on a Friday 
landing, the spaceship had enough water for 84 
hours, a margin of 12 hours. To have this margin, 
the astronauts will have to. power down to 
minimum electrical power for most of the journey, 
reducing the average hourly water consumption 
from five to 2.68 pounds. The water is used for

Neither the United States nor Russia has a 
space-rescue capability.

Following the tank rupture, the astronauts 
activated the systems of of the. attached lunar 
module, or LM. They. opened the connecting tunnel 
between the two craft so oxygen would flow into 
the command ship and make it livable. 


The cramped LM is difficult to sleep in, so the 
astronauts will rest inthe command cabin. 


The astronauts remained calm and poised as 
they wrestled with the mahy procedures needed to 
stabilize their ‘craft. and~to stretch their 
consumables.
